LARGEST EVER CROWN 


Texas Crop Behind Crops of 1912 
and 1911.—Report on Last 
Friday. 


The ninth eotton ginning 
r«*- 
j»ort of the census bureau for the 
«ealoii, announced that 13,589,171 
bales of cotton, counting 
round 
bal«*s as half bales, of the growth 
of 1913 had been ginned prior to 
January 16. to which date during 
the past seven years the ginning 
■ averag«*d 95,5 per eent of the en­ 
tire crop. 
Last year to January 
; 16 there had been ginn«*«l 13,088,- 
930 bales, or 97.0 p«*r cent of the 
entire crop; in 1911 to that date 
14.515,799 bales, or 93.3 per cent, 
and in 1908 to that date 12,666,203 
bales, or 96.8 per cent. 
I he census ginning figures to 
date officially «‘«tablish the bit«* 
crop as the second 
larg«*st the 
country has ever grown. 
Tin* total will exce«*«l 14,000,000 
i bales when the later 
jail in.

Four years ago this coun­ 
ty voted $100,000 
in bonds to

roads.

a most interesting 
Fredericksburg, 
the 
imv , 
seat, and the center of tht* 
proved roads, we find in 
two 
years that agricultural and forest 
products handled 
by the 
rail­ 
roads increased from 
49,000 to 
71,000 tons, or an increase of more 
than 45 per cent. 
But still more 
interesting is a story of some ot 
the various items which 
go 
to 
make up the grand total. Outgoing 
shipments of dairy and 
p o u l t r y 
products increased from 114,8L> 
pounds in 1909 to 273,028 pounds 
in 1911, an increase of practically 
140 per cent in two years. Ship­ 
ments of wheat increased 59 pc 
eent, tobacco 31 per cent, 
an<! 
forest products 48 per cent. 
This is a very fair and typical 
example of increasing production 
due to improved roads. The econ­ 
omic gain due to the reduced cost 
of hauling is more difficult U> fix 
with equal degree ot 
accuracy. 
However, this same county will 
serve as a very fair example. Dur­ 
ing 191 i no less than 65,000 tons 
were hauled an average distance

A saving

cents per ton mile is certainly a 
conservative estimate over the old 
conditions, or, it was figured that 
the cost of hauling under the old 
conditions was 20 cents per ton 
mile and 12 cents on 
the new 
roads. 
This would mean an an­ 
nual saving on 65,000 tons hauled 
of $41,000—certainly a good divi­ 
dend on the $100,000 invested. In 
precincts 1 and 3 the saving would 
lie even greater as according to 
government statistics it now costs 
39 cents per ton mile while with a 
system of graveled or other im­ 
proved roads the cost would be 
reduced to 7 cents per ton mile, 
making a saving of 32 cents on 
every ton hauled a mile. 
On specific roads 
the 
saving 
would be greater than this and 
there are certainly not many lines 
open for investment where an as 
suranee of such generous 
divi­ 
dends can be found as in the sav­ 
ing effected by improved roads. 
I came to Texas from Virginia 
and am a Texas farmer now, but 
know what I am talking about.—

Motor Cor Service to be Inaug- 
arated. 
It is adm itted by officials of the 
Cotton Belt railroad, un-offieially, 
that the system has 
purchased 
nine new motor cars which will 
soon be placed in service out of 
Waco. 
The Times-Herald has al­ 
ready apprised the public of their 
intention. But none of the officials 
approached wilt hazard a guess as 
to where these cars will be first 
placed in service. 
It is probable 
however, that four of these cars 
will link Waco with four or five 
towns in contigous. territory. 
It is stated on good authority 
that the proposed motor service 
east, to Corsicana, will probably 
not 
be 
inaugurated, 
even 
if 
westerly motor ear 
would 
be 
and placed in service between Waco 
and Gatesville. L ater the Cotton 
Belt considers inaugurating a mo­ 
tor ear service between 
Gates- 
ville and Comanche and Stephen- 
ville, between Hillsboro and Corsi­ 
cana and 
between 
Shreveport, 
La. and Lewisville, Texas. 
None of the Texas officials of 
the road will admit 
they 
have 
been taken iiivd the confidence of 
the traffic and operating chiefs of 
the system regarding the projec­ 
ted motor car service and insist 
that any projects which have been 
discussed in this connection are 
still in a nebulous condition. It is 
persistently 
rumored, 
however, 
and is not contradicted by Texas 
officials of the system, that some 
of the motor ears will he put into 
service out, of Waco in the near 
future.—-"Wac© Times-Herald.

The Texas season on deer end 
ed Jan. 1. 
Its open 
season

quail, which commenced Nov. 1 
conclude«! Satuiday, 
It will now 
be possible to hunt squirrels and 
rabbits only, * 
Under th«- new Federal game 
law it will not be permissable to 
shoot ducks, brant, ge<*K,\ curlew 
and plover. This is a most serious 
change, as heretofore there have 
been no restrictions except a St at" 
regulation fixing the bag limit at 
twenty-five per «lay. 
Now, how­ 
ever, these wild fowls can no! be 
shot under penalty 
of 
prosecu­ 
tion by 
Uncle 
Sam. 
February 
and March have usually been ex­ 
cellent months for shooting ducks 
along th«- coast, while March and 
April have been splendid plover 
shooting on th<* island prairies. 
All of this is now forbidden, and 
Texans will have to forego 
th«* 
pleasure of th«*ir 
usual 
spring 
shooting, both of water fowl ami 
the toothaome plover on the high 
lands. 
The 
Federal 
authorities 
at 
Washington are undertaking to 
scatter their game ward«‘ns thru- 
out the country to work in con­ 
junction with the State game su 
pervisors and they will endeavor 
to enforce these laws, which

While leniency may be shown this

quail, which commenced Nov. 1. 
concluded Satuiday. 
It will now 
be possible to hunt squirrels ami 
rabbits only. 
Fndor the new Federal game 
law it will not la* permisuable u» 
shoot ducks, brant, geese, curlew 
and plover. This is a most serious 
change, as heretofore then* have 
been no restrictions except a State 
regulation fixing the bag limit at 
twenty-five per day. 
Now, how­ 
ever, these wild fowls can not be 
shot under penalty 
of 
prosecu­ 
tion by 
llncle 
Sam. 
February 
and March have usually been ex­ 
cellent months for shooting docks 
along the coast, while March and 
April have been splendid plover 
shooting on the island prairies. 
All of this is now forbidden, and 
Texans will have to forego 
the 
pleasure of their 
usual 
spring 
shooting, both of water fowl and 
the toothsome plover on the high 
lands. 
The 
Federal 
authorities 
at 
Washington art* undertaking to 
scatter their game warden« thru- 
out the country to work in con­ 
junction with the State game su­ 
pervisors anti they will endeavor 
to enforce these laws, which 
js 
characteristic of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment with all of its statutes. 
While leniency may be shown this 
season because of the very recent 
promulgation of the new 
game 
laws, notice has come to the Tex­ 
as Game, Fish and Oyster D epart­ 
ment from W ashington 
that 
a 
strict surveilance 
and 
enforce­ 
ment will be had hereafter.
